4. Above Sub-Committees will submit their re¬ 
commendations as soon as posable, preferably 
within two months to the Government for being 
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placed for consideration by the Standing Commit- 
tee/National Committee constituted for the Anibed- 
kar Centenary Celebrations. 

5. Above Sub-Committees will have powers to 
co-opt more members keeping in view the require¬ 
ments. 

6. Above Sub-Committees may obtain such infor- 
mation/documents from the Ministries/Departments 
of the Government of India and State Governments 
and secure such assistance as may be required by them 
in duly discharging their responsibilities and func¬ 
tions from time to time.
